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State audit reveals county 
had deficit of over $400,000

The state’s audit of 
the Powell County Fiscal 
Court has been released 
for the fiscal year that 
ended June 30, 2011. 
According to the findings, 
the county’s jail and gen¬ 
eral fund had a deficit of 
over $434,000. It was also 
noted, among the 10 items 
the auditor’s remarked 
about, that the county’s 
payroll revolving account 
had a deficit of $22,230. 

The reports, issued last 
week, stated that the court 
had transferred restricted 
money from the road and 
local government econom¬ 
ic agency (LGEA) funds 
to the jail and ambulance 
fund. The report indicat¬ 
ed that listed as of July 1, 
2010, $253,028 from the 
road fund and $200,000 
from the LGEA fund was 
transferred to the jail’s 
fund. Later in the fiscal 
year $57,671 was taken 
from the LGEA fund and 
placed in the ambulance 
fund. 

The county did manage 
to decrease some of the 
deficit. However, when 
the fiscal year ended last 
June, the deficit stood at 
$434,068. 

The reports stated, 
“KRS 42.455 (2), (3) and 
(4) specifically prohibits 
the expenditure of LGEA 
funds for administration 
of the government and 
also states coal impact 
counties must expend 100 
percent of funds in trans¬ 
portation. The fiscal court 
used a portion of the coal 


impact funds for expendi¬ 
tures other than transpor¬ 
tation. These non-allow¬ 
able expenditures are due 
back to the LGEA fund to 
be expended for transpor¬ 
tation. Also, the road fund 
is restricted for transpor¬ 
tation, with the excep¬ 
tion of the amount cal¬ 
culated on the road fund 
allocation worksheet. The 
expenditures exceeded 
the budgeted amount that 
could be used for purposes 
other than transportation 
during the fiscal year. As 
a result, the road fund is 
due the amount that was 
expended in excess of the 
allowable allocation. We 
recommend that the fis¬ 
cal court seek guidance 
from the Department for 
Local Government and 
the county attorney on 
the necessary actions to 
be taken to eliminate def¬ 


icit fund balances.” 

Powell County Judge 
Executive James 

Anderson, who took over 
the office in late December, 
advised auditors that his 
administration was tak¬ 
ing measures to decrease 
the deficit. 

Another area that 
showed a deficit was the 
payroll revolving fund. 
The county prepares the 
payroll for the sheriff’s 
office, county clerk’s office 
and tourism office. Each 
of the entities makes a 
payment into the account 
and the county writes out 
the payroll checks based 
on the money that is paid 
into the account. 

The audit revealed that 
at the end of the 2010- 
2011 fiscal year there 
was a $22,230 deficit. The 
report indicated that pay¬ 
rolls were paid on occa¬ 


sion without the funds 
being present from the 
various offices. 

The report also indi¬ 
cated that monthly rec¬ 
onciliations beginning 
in August 2010 were not 
completed. In a revolving 
account all monies that go 
into it will be disbursed so 
that the account balances 
out to zero. 

The report stated, “We 
completed accounting pro¬ 
cedures involving prepar¬ 
ing bank reconciliations 
of the revolving payroll 
account for both June 30, 
2011 and December 31, 
2011. 

The ending balance as 
of December 31, 2011 was 
a deficit of $11,290. We

It may have been a 
rumor last month, but 
as of Monday after¬ 
noon it became a real¬ 
ity. Powell County 
Ambulance Service 
Director Eddie Barnes 
was dismissed from 
his position by Powell 
County Judge Executive 
James Anderson. Barnes 
had served as director 
since Jan. 26, 2011. He 
was appointed by then 
judge executive, the late 
Jim Potts. 

Anderson had advised 
a crowded courtroom, 
with television cam¬ 
eras looking on, during 
last months fiscal court 
meeting that rumors 
about personnel chang¬ 
es at the ambulance 
service were not true. 
That included questions 
about Barnes being a 
target for dismissal. 

However, Anderson 
has now cited reasons as 
to why he fired Barnes. 

“It was one of my main 
concerns, when I ran for 
office, that our public 
safety be efficient and 
that we use our tax dol¬ 
lars wisely,” Anderson 
told the Times Tuesday 
morning. “I have worked 
feverishly at this and 
have tried to work with 
the director. However, 
either he (Barnes) was 
unwilling or unable and 
failed to this task.” 

At question for 
Anderson was Banes 
handling of time cards 
for the EMS employees, 
the scheduling and cost 
issues, as well as the use 
of the purchase order 
system. Anderson said

that Barnes had failed 
to keep correct track 
of employee’s time and 
time cards. “I feel as if 
we have been charged 
for time that may not 
have been worked or 
that some double pay 
was happening and that 
is wrong,” Anderson 
said. 

Anderson also said that 
he had asked Barnes to 
look at scheduling and 
try to rein in the money 
being spent there. “I was 
told by the director that 
the schedule that was 
being used was the best 
it could possibly get; 
however, we have shown 
it can be done more effi¬ 
ciently,” Anderson said. 
'We have cut two-thirds 
of what we were run¬ 
ning over each day and 
the service has not been 
affected. In fact we are 
more efficient. This was 
an oversight or misman¬ 
agement, if you would, 
by the director.” 

Anderson spoke about 
how there were instanc¬ 
es of items being pur-

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More indictments, more 
charges as court stays busy 


Copper theft led to no phone service; 
Powell sheriff eager to find culprits

Two more indictments 
were released as the 
Powell Grand Jury and 
local law enforcement con¬ 
tinues to reel in suspects. 
The latest to be released 
deal with trafficking in 
drugs and sexual abuse 
charges. 

Mark Mercer, 25, of 
Stanton was indicted and 
arrested on drug charges. 
According to the indict¬ 
ment from the grand jury 
Mercer has been charged 
with trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance second 
degree. His bond has been 
set at $105,000. 

In another case the 
grand jury indicted 
Morgan Gary Craig, 40, 
for charges. The indict¬ 
ment stated that Craig 
was charged with sexual 
abuse of “a minor inca¬ 
pable of consent” because 
they were “physically 
helpless.” 

Craig was also charged 
with attempted sodomy 
third degree. The indict¬ 
ment stated that he “took 
steps” in his attempt to 
“commit deviant sexual 
intercourse with a child 
under the age of 16.” 

Craig has pleaded not 
guilty in the case last week 
in Powell Circuit Court. 
The court records indicate 
that Powell Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher has signed 


an order in the case. 
Fletcher has ordered that 
the Kentucky Cabinet for 
families and Children “to 
release information” they 
may possess as it pertains 
to the case. 

That includes, according 
to the order, video tapes, 
audio tapes or photos. It 
also includes “statements 
from any individual con¬ 
cerning the mater.” The 
cabinet has 30 days to 
respond or show cause. 

Craig's bond has been 
set at $110,000 cash. 

In other court news 
Kathy Thacker, 45, of 
Stanton who was already 
in jail facing receiving 
stolen property charges in 
Powell and Estill County, 
as well as promoting con¬ 
traband charges in Powell, 
is also wanted in Florida. 

Thacker was arrest¬ 
ed on March 23, but on 
March 27 local officials 
were notified that Thacker 
had an outstanding war¬ 
rant in Seminole County, 
Florida. The warrant is 
for probation violation on 
a possession of controlled 
substances charges in the 
Sunshine State. 

Her charges in Powell 
County have her held 
here on a $10,000 cash 
bond. 

Then there was another 
case of someone trying to 
obtain prescription med¬ 
ications illegally at the 
Kroger Pharmacy. Police 
say that Brenda L. Jones, 
49, of Stanton, was arrest- 
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ed last Wednesday and 
charged with two counts 
of attempting or obtaining 
a controlled substance by 
fraudulent or false state¬ 
ments/forgery. 

According to the war¬ 
rant, Jones unlawfully 
obtained 90 Loritabs 
between March 28 and 
April 2 by “use of a fake 
call relating to the pre¬ 
scriptions” from a doctor. 
Jones then allegedly tried 
to obtain 90 more on April 
1 using the same method. 

Jones was incarcerat¬ 
ed in the Powell County 
detention center. Her bond 
has been set at $2,500 
cash.

The theft of copper has hit a new low. 

Last Monday Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers and other members of 
the law enforcement community were 
called out to the Cane Creek area. The 
problem was that nearly 500 foot of 
telephone cable had been stolen leaving 
residents in the area with no telephone 


“It looks like someone climbed up on 
the pole, cut the wire and then may 
have hooked it to a truck or something 
and pulled it down,” Rogers said. “I'd 
say they took about 300 to 500 feet of 
the line.” 

Rogers and other officers checked 
with scrap businesses locally and in 
neighboring counties to see if anyone 
had brought in a load of copper wire. 
“They have all told us no one has and if 


they are telling the truth then we need 
to find who did this,” Rogers added. 

The theft of copper has been an 
increasing problem throughout the 
state and especially in rural areas. New 
houses, abandoned homes, air condi¬ 
tioning units, light poles and telephone 
lines seem to be the most popular items 
for copper thieves. 

“What really upsets me is that some of 
the people out there (Cane Creek) may 
not have cell phones so they depend on 
a land-line to stay in contact,” Rogers 
said, noticeably upset about the theft. 
“If someone had been hurt or needed 
an ambulance up there, they could not 
have called for help. That really bothers 


Rogers is asking that the public sees

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Shoplifter gets more than he expected for as magistrate steps in

A shoplifter got a little more than he bargained 
for from the Superior EZ store in Clay City last 
Wednesday Instead of just theft charges, now they are 
facing a resisting arrest charge as well. 

Powell County Deputy Billy Rice was dispatched 
to the store at 8:30 p.m. last Wednesday because 
store employees were detaining a shoplifter. The 
store employee trying to detain the would-be thief 
was Ricky Creed. Creed is also the magistrate for the 
district. 


When Rice arrived employees told him that the sus¬ 
pect, Gregory S. Hicks, 35, of Clay City, had taken off 
and was over at the Clay City Dairy Queen. That busi¬ 
ness is located directly across Main Street/Highway 
15 from the store. 

Rice went to the restaurant's parking lot and found 
that Creed was detaining Hicks again. However, it 
appeared that Creed may have been assaulted. Creed 
had cuts and bruises on his face and his glasses were 
broken. 

Rice attempted to place Hicks under arrest, but 
Hicks pulled away from him. The arrest report stated 
that after a short struggle Hicks was placed under 
arrest. Hicks allegedly told Rice, according to the 


report, that he had taken some Xanax pills prior to 
coming to the store. Hicks also allegedly told Rice that 
he was shoplifting because “he was hungry and had 
no money.” 

Hicks was placed under arrest and charged with 
theft by unlawful taking shoplifting, resisting arrest 
and public intoxication. His bond has been set at 
$750. 

As for further charges on the alleged assault of 
Creed, court sources believe that Creed would need to 
get a warrant form the county attorney's office since it 
occurred before an officer arrived. There had been no 
assault charges filed as of press time.

did not complete recon¬ 
ciliations for all months 
just on fiscal year end 
date and current month 
ended. 

Therefore, there could 
be additional liabilities 
such as old outstand¬ 
ing checks that we are 
unaware of. We spent 24 
hours completing these 
procedures. Had these 
procedures been com¬ 
pleted by accounting per¬ 
sonnel as required, audit 
costs would have been 
reduced by the above 
noted amount. 

We recommend the 
county monitor this 
account closely to ensure 
there are adequate funds 
available to cover all 
checks written.” 

The fiscal court voted 
in last month's meeting 
to open a new revolving 
account. Anderson has 
stated that the account 
will be reconciled on a 
monthly basis. 

The audit report also 
had questions about 
the jail's commissary 


accounts. Commissary 
monies are to be used 
towards the inmates 
needs. The report stat¬ 
ed that the former jailer 
should have expended 
commissary profit for the 
benefit of the prisoner. 
“Under KRS 441.135(2) 
states all profits from 
the canteen shall be used 
for the benefit and to 
enhance the well-being 
of the prisoners. During 
testing of jail commissary 
expenditures, we noted 
$1,843 of expenditures 
paid from the jail com¬ 
missary account were not 
for the benefit of the pris¬ 
oners,” the report states. 

The expenditures in 
question were used for 
travel to jail personnel 
training sessions, wire¬ 
less internet and soft¬ 
ware installation, items 
like sheets, towels and 
washcloths. Some was 
also used for clothing for 
the inmates. These items 
are part of what the audit 
called “regular jail fund 
expenditures. 

The auditors recom¬ 
mended that, “A purchase 


order should have been 
received from the county 
judge's office and been 
included on the claims 
list for presentation to 
the fiscal court. The for¬ 
mer jailer circumvented 
the internal controls of 
the county by purchasing 
these items through the 
jail commissary. We rec¬ 
ommend $1,843 be reim¬ 
bursed by the jail fund to 
the jail commissary profit 
account. Furthermore, 
we recommend the jailer 
ensure all expenditures 
from jail commissary 
profits are for the benefit 
for the prisoners and are 
in compliance with KRS 
441.135(2).” 

Current Powell County 
Jailer, who was not men¬ 
tioned in the audit as 
many of the questions 
arose before he took 
over in January 2010, 
advised the state that, 
“My administration has 
changed these activities.” 

The audit also pointed 
out that there are several 
county vehicles assigned 
to employees for business 
use, but they also have 
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10 areas need to improve 


use of the vehicles during 
non-business hours. The 
reports stated that the 
county pays the insur¬ 
ance on the vehicles, as 
well as maintenance, 
repairs and fuel costs. 
The auditors stated they 
have been advised that 
the employees drive the 
vehicles back and forth to 
work, including one who 
drives a county vehicle to 
a second job in another 
county. 

The auditors recom¬ 
mended the county 
should improve controls 
over the county vehicles. 
That includes having 
each employee assigned 
a county vehicles should 
keep a vehicle log to 
document dates, reason 
of use, destination and 
mileage. They also asked 
the county to report com¬ 
muting mileage for the 
employees as compensa¬ 
tion or employee benefits 
on W-2 forms in accor¬ 
dance with IRS regula¬ 
tions. 

The recommendations 
also included the county 
developing a county vehi¬ 
cle usage policy and an 
evaluation to be made as 
to which county employ¬ 
ees need a county vehicle. 
That should be based on 


the need for the county 
and not the employee. 

Anderson told audi¬ 
tors that a vehicle pol¬ 
icy would be adopted 
and mileage logs would 
be maintained. “As of 
December 2011 fringe 
benefits were added to 
the wage and tax state¬ 
ments,” Anderson told 
auditors. 

Other areas noted in 
the audit were: 

•The county should 
annually review the 
administrative code and 
make any changes or 
revisions they deem nec¬ 
essary. 

• The county should 
approve a salary sched¬ 
ule. 

• Part-time employees 
should not receive full¬ 
time benefits. 

• The county did not 
maintain adequate time 
records for all employees. 
That included the road 
department supervisor, 
county treasurer, ambu¬ 
lance director and an 
EMT. 

• The county did not 
comply with the fourth- 
year limit on expen¬ 
ditures for the LEGEA 
fund. The county spent 
$22,602 over the 65 per¬ 
cent fourth year limit 


on expenditures in the 
LGEA fund. KRS 68.310 
states no county shall, 
during the first half of 
any fourth fiscal year, 
not encumber or expend 
more than sixty-five per¬ 
cent (65 percent) in any 
fund budgeted for that 
fiscal year. This limit is 
set to ensure new officials 
beginning their term in 
January have adequate 
funds to cover expendi¬ 
tures for the remainder 
of the fiscal year. 

• The county lacks 
adequate segregation of 
duties over receipts, dis¬ 
bursements, and record¬ 
keeping functions. 

• The county lacks 
adequate segregation of 
duties over the payroll 
function 

• The jail should 
improve controls over the 
jail commissary. 

In each case Anderson 
indicated that actions 
were already being taken 
to correct some prob¬ 
lems. The fiscal court has 
already voted to tackle 
some of the recommenda¬ 
tions from the auditors.

Last chance: Deadline to file 


and pay taxes is April 17 


The Kentucky 

Department Revenue 
(DOR) reminds taxpay¬ 
ers that they will have a 
few additional days to file 
their taxes this year. 

The 2012 deadline is 
Tuesday, April 17, due 
to Emancipation Day, a 
holiday observed in the 
District of Columbia, 
which falls on Monday, 
April 16. By law, District 
of Columbia holidays 
affect tax deadlines in the 
same way that federal 
holidays do; therefore, all 
taxpayers will have two 
extra days to file or pay 
any taxes due this year. 

All valid six-month 
extensions filed on or 
before April 17, 2011, 
will likewise extend the 
due date for filing a 2011 
calendar year income tax 
return to Oct.15, 2012. 

DOR encourages tax¬ 
payers and tax profes¬ 
sionals to take advantage 
of convenient, safe elec¬ 
tronic filing. 

Since the beginning 
of the current tax sea¬ 
son, over one million 
Kentuckians have already 
filed individual tax 
returns. Approximately 
89 percent of those were 
filed electronically. The 
average time for a refund 
to be issued on filed paper 
returns is four to six 
weeks. A refund request 
from an electronically 
filed return, however, is 
issued within seven to 10 
days. 

Additionally, taxpay¬ 
ers who owe with their 
returns and file electroni¬ 
cally can request the addi¬ 
tional tax due be auto¬ 
matically debited from 
their bank. Taxpayers 
can opt to have the tax 
due debited up to April 17 
and avoid interest. 

More than 1 million 
Kentucky taxpayers may 
be eligible to prepare and 
file their taxes electroni¬ 
cally at no cost thanks to 
a public-private partner¬ 
ship called the Free File 
Alliance. To find out if you 
qualify, visit www.revenue. 
ky.gov. 

All Kentucky income 
tax forms are available 
at www.revenue.ky.gov/ 
forms or by calling 502- 
564-3658. Forms are also 
available at any of the 10 
DOR field offices through¬ 
out the state. A list of 
field offices is available at 
www.revenue.ky.gov/abou- 
tus/taxpayerservicecenters. 
htm. 

DOR will honor recent¬ 
ly announced Internal 


Revenue Service (IRS) 
special tax relief for tax¬ 
payers in the Presidential 
Disaster Areas who were 
victims of severe storms, 
tornadoes, straight-line 
winds and flooding that 
started on Feb. 29, 2012. 

As of March 19, 2012, 
President Barack Obama 
has declared Bath, 
Campbell, Carroll, Grant, 
Grayson, Johnson,Kenton, 
Larue, Laurel, Lawrence, 
Magoffin, Martin, 
Menifee, Montgomery, 
Morgan, Ohio, Pendleton, 
Rowan, Russell, Trimble 
and Wolfe counties feder¬ 
al disaster areas. Individ¬ 
uals who reside or have a 


business in these counties 
may qualify for tax relief. 

The IRS is postpon¬ 
ing certain tax deadlines 
for those taxpayers who 
reside or have a business 
in the disaster area. For 
instance, certain dead¬ 
lines falling on or after 
Feb. 29, and on or before 
May 31, have been post¬ 
poned to May 31, 2012. 

This includes an exten¬ 
sion of the April 17 
deadline for filing 2011 
individual income tax 
returns, making income 
tax payments and mak¬ 
ing 2011 contributions 
to individual retirement 
accounts (IRA).

Planting Tips for the 
lawn ana garden 

Trees and shrubs are 
in abundance at local 
department stores, lawn 
and garden centers. One 
word of wisdom for trees 
and shrubs now is to 
watch and water these 
new plants. Even though 
soil moisture levels are 
adequate now, it will be 
very important to water 
new plants thorough¬ 
ly during this summer, 
maybe as much as twice 
a week. 

April is a perfect month 
for planting most any¬ 
thing, especially trees 
and most shrubs. When 
planting trees, look out 
and up before planting. 
Several people forget this 
when planting and regret 
it when utility companies 


come and trim plants to 
get them out of the power 
lines. Also remember to 
consider leach lines from 
sewer systems and the 
potential for growth of 
your home and family. 

At planting, it is really 
un-necessary to add sand, 
peat moss or compost to 
the soil when planting 
and can actually be detri¬ 
mental to the root system 
of the new plant. Each 
plant must get adjusted 
to the type of soil that is 
readily available where 
you plant it. Trees and 
shrubs wrapped in syn¬ 
thetic burlap must be 
un-wrapped at plant¬ 
ing. These will not decay. 
Wire baskets should also 
be removed at planting as 
well as any plastic twine 
which can restrict root 
growth. 

Always plant a tree at 
the same depth it was 
growing in the field or 
container. If it is balled 
and burlapped, use the 
soil line on the trunk as 
your indicator. If it's in a 
bucket, plant at the same 
depth of the existing 
soil. You can easily dig 
a transplant hole that's 
too deep but not too wide. 


The planting hole should 
be at least two times the 
diameter of the root ball, 
even wider is better. It's 
best to dig a hole that 
is saucer shaped, rather 
than bucket shaped. 

Trees that are planted 
now probably won't need 
stakes unless they are 
extremely large. 

April has become some¬ 
what drier lately, so make 
sure to water your trees 
once they are planted. 

Leave the Daffodils 
alone 

This weeks' frost across 
the Red River Valley put 
a nip on the flowers that 
were blooming around 
the house. It's too bad we 
did not have our March 
weather back in March. 
Once the daffodils have 
faded away, we are 
tempted to run over them 
with the lawnmower or 
give them the once over 
with the weed-eater to 
give our lawn that freshly 
manicured look. We need 
to leave any of our spring 
flowering bulbs like daf¬ 
fodils and tulips alone on 
up into late spring and 
let the foliage yellow and 
die down on its own. As 
long as foliage is green it 


is storing up food energy 
for next year's blooms. 
Cutting the foliage now 
will reduce the size and 
number of blooms next 
year. Leave their green 
leaves alone as long as 
you can stand it. 

If you just have to prune 
something, look over your 
flowering shrubs like the 
forsythia that were in 
full bloom two weeks ago. 
Right after spring flow¬ 
ering shrubs lose their 
blooms is the time to get 
out there and cut a few 
branches back and do 
some pruning. I person¬ 
ally like these shrubs to 
simply grow wild and free 
as nature intended, but 
I realize sometimes you 
just have to keep them 
under control. Cutting 
these shrubs back now 
will still give them ample 
time to produce buds for 
next spring's flower show. 
Basically prune any 
flowering shrub AFTER 
blooming if it blooms 
before June 1.

chased and then the 
service trying to obtain 
purchase order numbers 
to have the county pay 
for the items. “The P.O. 
system helps to moni¬ 
tor spending and if one 
chooses to ignore or not 
adhere to that policy then 
we have no legitimate 
control over the spend¬ 
ing,” he added. “I under¬ 
stand there may be times 
when it is an emergency 
and has to be done, but 
we need to control the 
finances.” 


Anderson said that at 
the rate the financial 
situation was going if it 
was not corrected than 
the layoffs rumored to be 
coming last month could 
happen. “We're trying to 
make sure that does not 
happen,” Anderson stat¬ 
ed. “This is not an attack 
on the ambulance service; 
on the contrary I believe 
we have great crews and 
staff. We are just trying 
to make sure we can pro¬ 
vide a better service by 
controlling our costs. If 
we don't then those lay¬ 
offs could come. We don't 


want that.” 

Anderson also men¬ 
tioned that he felt that 
Barnes was “shirking his 
duties” when it came to 
the drug policy. “I want 
each medic to feel sure 
that when they climb in 
the truck their partner 
is drug free and to insure 
that the people on the 
roads know that our staffs 
are drug-free,” Anderson 
said. 

In recent weeks two 
ambulance service 
employees have been 
brought before the fiscal 
court after one allegedly 
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failed a drug screening 
test. That employee is con¬ 
testing the results. The 
other employee report¬ 
edly refused to be tested. 
The Times has learned 
that at least two other 
employees also failed the 
drug screening and left 
their positions. 

Barnes was reached by 
the Times late Monday 
night and he advised that 
this did not come as a 
surprise. “It seems like he 
(Anderson) has been com¬ 
ing at me,” Barnes said. 
“Not sure why. But some 
of the things he has men¬ 


tioned to me I can refute. 
I have loved working 
for the people of Powell 
County and have tried to 
do my best.” Barnes indi¬ 
cated that were things 
he would like to discuss, 
but has chosen not at this 
time. 

Anderson said he had 
no doubts in Barnes abil¬ 
ity and skill as a medic. 
He also said he had no 
doubts about the EMS 
crew's abilities. “I just 
felt it was time we make 
a change and get things 
under control,” Anderson 
explained. “I hope people 


understand that this did 
not slip up on us over¬ 
night. I have tried to 
work through this and 
have exhausted all pos¬ 
sibilities before making 
this decision.” 

Assistant Director 
Arlene Rogers will take 
over the helm until a 
new director is named. 
Anderson said that there 
would be some talks next 
week as to the process of 
finding a new director.

2011, which 
collcclivcty comprise the County’s basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents These financial statements arc the 
responsibility of the Powell County Fiscal Court. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our 
audit 

Except as discussed below, we conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United Slates of 
America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Audit me Standards issued by the Comptroller General 
uf the United Slates, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of 
Kentucky. Ihose standards require that wc plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements arc free of material misstatement An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made 
by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinion.

Milk 
contains calcium which 
reduces our risk of low 
bone mass throughout 
our lives. 

Dairy products pro¬ 
vide nutrients that are 
critical for the health 
and maintenance of our 
bodies. These nutrients 
are calcium, potassium, 
vitamin D, and protein. 
Choosing foods from the 
diary group that are high 
in saturated fats and cho¬ 
lesterol can affect your 
health. It can raise your 
LDL cholesterol, which in 
turn increases your risk 
for coronary heart dis¬ 
ease. Keep these levels 
healthy by choosing dairy 
products that are low-fat. 
You get the calcium but 
not the fat.
